Had a 
very bad trip, we were on the Atlantic 
16 days and we were to cross it in ten 
days. Tou can imagine how bad the 
weather was. On our way across we 
had to stop at the 
Hazard 
Islands 
about 1300 miles off 
the 
coast 
of 
France. I have a picture of the Haz- 
ard Island which I will show you when 
I return home. 
When we pulled Into 
the harbor we had to go up the Hud- 
son river and up to the Pier. 
There were two bands and also two 
boats with men, fire works on it to 
come out and greet us, and there were 
also about fifty ferry boats to meet 
us and every whistle in New York city 
and Hoboken were blowing, apd all the 
bells were ringing. 
You can imagine 
what iknd of cheering we got coming 
In.'
